Police jobs pledge over collaboration 


ESSEX Police have pledged no 
jobs will be lost under a plan to 
pool procurement resources 
between six other police forces in 
a bid to reduce costs. 

The 7 Force Collaboration 
Programme, made up of 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire, 
Hertfordshire, Norfolk, Suffolk 
Essex and Kent, say they are 
seeking to enhance frontline 
services by promoting efficiencies 
though a joint procurement 
system. 

Essex has seen an overall crime 
increase by 11.2 per cent during 
2017/18 compared to 15.3 per cent 
(to December 2017) nationally 
and an 8.7 per cent increase in 
2016/17. 

These ongoing pressures have 
grown as funding in real terms 
has continued to be restrained. 


Due to a number of challenges, 
including a historically low 
precept and the current funding 
formula, Essex Police remain the 
tightest-funded police force in the 
country with a budget of £277.4 
million for 2018-19, financed 
about two-thirds by Government 
grant and one-third by council 
tax. 

An extra £7.5 million is being 
raised through a council tax 
increase, to fund an additional 
150 front line officers in Essex. 

Members of the Essex Police, 
Fire and Crime Panel have 
approved Police, Fire and Crime 
Commissioner Roger Hirst's 
proposal, that will result in the 
recruitment of 150 more officers 
primarily for local policing teams, 
bringing the total number of 
officers to at least 3,000 by 2019. 


Three-guarters of all the 
additional money raised from the 
increased police precept from 
council tax is being invested in 
local policing. The increase 
follows a survey in which about 
65 per cent of people said they 
would be prepared to see council 
tax increased by more than two 
per cent. Significant work has 
been undertaken to analyse the 
contracts that exist between the 
seven forces. 

Roger Hirst said: "We are not 
looking to downsize in any way; 
this is about having the resources 
to invest in the front line and 
make sure Essex Police service is 
as good as it can be." 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
said: "The proposal does not 
involve a reduction in staffing 
numbers."

A MAN has appeared in court after a 
16-year-old boy was stabbed in the 
stomach in Harlow. 

Thokozani Shiri, 20, of Torkildsen 
Way, was arrested at the scene in Har¬ 
low Town Park on suspicion of 
attempted murder. 

However he appeared at Chelmsford 
Magistrates' Court on Wednesday 
charged with causing grievous bodily 
harm and threatening a person with an 
offensive weapon in a public place. 

Officers were called to Harlow Town 
Park just before 6.30pm on Monday 
after reports of an argument between 
two people. 

It is believed that the stabbing hap¬ 
pened in the park near to the Grey¬ 
hound Pub in School Lane, leaving the 
16-year-old male victim with injuries to 
his stomach. 

He was taken to a hospital in London 
in a serious condition, where he then 
underwent surgery. 

Witnesses spotted emergency ser¬ 
vices near to Harlow Town Park shortly 
before 7pm. One stated he saw police 
and an ambulance as he walked along 
the road and heard "shouting" 

Another claimed that members of the 
public helped a young boy. 

An anonymous witness said on Mon¬ 
day evening: "My son walked home 
along the road and heard shouting and 
saw police and ambulance. I hope 
nobody is badly hurt." 

One resident, who did not want to be 
named, said: "For the last few years, it 
has been pleasant. It is a walkway 
through to town, but I don't walk my 
dog at night anyway. Seventeen years

"I saw lots of policemen running 
after two boys down the road. 

"We went to collect our car at about 
9pm, but one end of the road was still 
taped off."

ESSEX County Council has denied 
there is an issue with the number 
of youngsters who have English as 
another language (EAL) who are 
from black and minority ethnic 
(BME) backgrounds being sent to 
pupil referral units (PRU). 

Even though the total number of 
pupils being sent to PRUs has 
fallen from 684 in 2017 to 630 in 
2018, the number of EAL students 
being referred have gone up from 
21 to 38 and the number of BME 
being sent to PRUs has increased 
from 37 to 51 in the same time. 

A PRU is a maintained school 
that is set up specifically to deal 
with pupils that otherwise would 
not receive a suitable education 
for any reason, including illness or 
exclusion. 

They often accommodate the 
most troubled and disruptive of 
pupils. 

But they also provide education 
for children with physical and 
mental health issues that prevent 
them attending mainstream 
school. 

Teachers have previously 
blamed cuts in staff on the huge 
rise in the number of exclusions in 
Essex. 

All PRU places receive base 
funding of £10,000 per place. A 
variable top up fee is then paid for 
each place. This varies according 
to the centre the pupil attends and 
any special needs the young 
person may have. The average 
cost for a week is £96 and for one 
month is £375. 

An ECC spokesman said: "We do 
not believe that there are any 
issues of discrimination around 
pupils attending our PRU. However 
we will monitor figures."

CHRISTOPHER, 20, SLIPPED 
THROUGH THE NET'

A NAZEING mum is fighting for her 
severely disabled son to attend a 
local residential centre after social 
services failed to put something in 
place for him once he finished col¬ 
lege. 

Jeanie Smith says her son Christo¬ 
pher, who needs one-to-one care, 
has "slipped through the net" of 
social services after it was left until 
the last minute to arrange a place for 
him at the Harlow Wellbeing Hub 
(ECL) five days a week. 

Despite then being offered 
assisted living around 25 minutes 
away in Chigwell, this too fell 
through, leaving it possible that 
Christopher could now be housed 
up to 70 miles away in Clacton. 

Christopher, who is now 20, was 
born with cerebral palsy, learning 
difficulties and hemiplegia - a paral¬ 
ysis of one side of the body. 

Jeanie was carrying identical twin 
boys when she suffered complica¬ 
tions during a routine drain-off. 

She said: "I had a scan when I 
think it was at 17 weeks and then 
they left me right up until 27 weeks. 

"By that time I was huge. They 
said to me 'you need to go up to Uni¬ 
versity College London for a routine 
drain-off' - which is the fluid the 
babies are in. 

"They drained off the fluid and 
sadly it went all wrong. 

"Daniel lived for 20 minutes and 


Christopher - he was starved of oxy¬ 
gen which means he had what is 
called a hemiplegia." 

Identical twin Daniel died of twin- 
to-twin transfusion. 

The placenta is meant to split 
between both babies - yet Daniel 
had too much of everything. 

The whole left side of Christo¬ 
pher's body was left very weak com¬ 
pared to his right. 

"He's not aware of any dangers 
outside or anything like that," con¬ 
tinued Jeanie. 

"He basically needs to have some¬ 
one with him all the time - he can't 
be left, he needs someone with him. 

"He won't make conversation 
with anyone - he needs one-to-one 
care basically." 

Christopher was due for a place at 
Harlow Wellbeing Hub once he had 
finished at Harlow Fields School and 
College. 

However, his mum said this place 
was not arranged, although he now 
attends two days a week. 

Jeanie continued: "What should 
have happened when he left school 
in July for the six-week holidays, is 
they should have actually got some¬ 
thing in place for him to join The 
Hub in Harlow. 

"Social services did not sort that 
out and it wasn't The Hub's fault - 
The Hub hadn't done anything 
wrong. 

"He was supposed to have gone 
there five days a week but because 
they'd left it right until the end of 


August to sort it out there wasn't any 
places and not enough staff at the 
The Hub." 

Christopher was subsequently 
offered assisted accommodation in 
Chigwell and was due to visit in the 
first week of August, but Jeanie said 
this was cancelled. 

The shared living, which would 
have provided Christopher the sup¬ 
port he needs and his own shower 
room around 25 minutes from 
home, unexpectedly fell through. 

Jeanie, who is a volunteer at 
Home-Starts Herts, has therefore 
been unable to carry out her family 
group on a Monday and Wednesday 
as a result of having to stay home to 
look after Christopher. 


Thankfully she said Home-Starts 
Herts has been "really supportive" of 
her, yet she feels if she had a full¬ 
time job she may have lost it. 

As a result, social services are said 
to be now looking at assisted living 
centres 48 miles away in Colchester 
and almost 70 miles away in Clac¬ 
ton. 

While it would give Christopher 
support and independence, it also 
means mum Jeanie isn't close by 
should he need her. 

Jeanie continued: "I don't really 
want to be that far away from my son 
if anything happens to him because, 
being disabled, he is very vulnera¬ 
ble. 

"He does have seizures as well. I 


just want him to be close to me and 
go to a place where he is going to be 
happy. 

"Clacton would be up to two hours 
depending on traffic and I know Col¬ 
chester is closer but it is still going to 
take me over an hour. 

"You know your child eventually 
will leave home and that's the same 
with Christopher. I want him to be 
happy, I just want him to be safe and 
for me to visit him. 

"If he's in Chigwell I can probably 
visit him once a week whereas if he 
is in Clacton and Colchester I can't 
do it every week. 

"For him to be in a happy environ¬ 
ment is all I ask. 

"He has slipped through their 
[Essex County Council's] net and it 
should have been picked up as soon 
as he finished school in July." 

Essex County Council has been 
approached for comment.

£7.5m health 
centre set to 
open next week 


FACILITY WILL SERVE 20,000 PEOPLE

A MULTI-MILLION pound health 
centre is set to open the doors of its 
new and expanded surgery next 
week. 

The new Lister House Health 
Centre on Abercrombie Way in 
Harlow has undergone a £7.5 mil¬ 
lion redevelopment and has tri¬ 
pled its capacity. 

Designed by CAMM Architects, 
the state-of-the-art-centre will 
offer dental, pharmacy, GP and 
other NHS services to more than 
20,000 patients across Essex. 

The redevelopment, which 
received support from Lloyds 
Bank Commercial Banking, is also 
expected to create new jobs for 
healthcare professionals in the 
region. 

Harlow Health Centres Trust, in 
partnership with Harlow Council, 
undertook a land swap - enabling 
a purpose-built health centre to be 
developed on Abercrombie Way. 

The Trust approached Lloyds 
Bank for a funding package of £5.7 
million, which has gone towards 
the project to build the new Lister 
House. 


Lister House is one of seven 
health centres owned by Harlow 
Health Centre Trust - including 
Addison House, Florence Nightin¬ 
gale Health Centre, Nuffield 
House, Sydenham House, Keats 
House and Osier House. 

The sites are leased out by the 
Trust to dentists, pharmacists, GPs 
and other NHS services. 

The organisation is a not-for- 
profit registered charity and 
donates surplus profits towards 
health initiatives including medi¬ 
cal research, equipment and edu¬ 
cation and training of healthcare 
professionals. 

Trust chairman Derek Fenny 
said: "With the rapidly changing 
and demanding needs in local 
health facilities, Harlow Health 
Centre Trust have responded by 
replacing and enhancing the exist¬ 
ing health centre. 

"The new building is now mod¬ 
ern and up-to-date. It will offer 
care to existing and new patients 
in this area of Harlow. 

"The building was designed 
with the wellbeing of patients and 
staff in mind. It's an incredibly 
calming space that's spacious with 
lots of natural light." 


He added: "The team at Lloyds 
Bank were of invaluable support 
throughout the whole redevelop¬ 
ment and we're already in discus¬ 
sions about future plans. 

"They have a really good under¬ 
standing of the healthcare sector 
which helped us to navigate any 
challenges we might have faced 
with ease." 

Andrew Morgan, relationship 
director at Lloyds Bank Commer¬ 
cial Banking, added: "Harlow 
Health Centre Trust is one-of-a- 
kind and has donated £1.5 million 
in grants and funding for health 
initiatives across Essex and Hert¬ 
fordshire. 

"The new Lister House building 
looks incredible and is a real boost 
for the area, both in terms of 
increased healthcare services and 
new jobs. 

"We're committed to helping 
Britain prosper by supporting 
healthcare organisations like Har¬ 
low Health Centre Trust which is 
why we've pledged to increase our 
lending to SME and mid-sized 
businesses by £2 billion this year." 

The health centre will be offi¬ 
cially opened by MP Robert Hal- 
fon on Friday, October 19.

STATS RAISED CARE QUESTIONS

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital says it 
will continue to work with its partners 
to understand and address the reasons 
why mortality rates are higher than 
expected. 

Recent statistics raised questions 
about patient care after it was revealed 
that the hospital had 195 more deaths 
than expected last year. 

The hospital trust in Harlow saw 
1,626 patient deaths in 2017/18, 14 per 
cent higher than the expected 1,431. 

The findings were according to the 
latest Summary Hospital-level Mortal¬ 
ity Indicator (SHMI) published by the 
NHS on September 20, which records 
deaths associated with hospitals. 

The report looked at the number of 
people who died either while in hospi¬ 
tal or within 30 days of being dis¬ 
charged across 131 trusts in England 
between April 2017 and March 2018, 
comparing those figures to the number 
expected to die given the characteris¬ 
tics of patients treated there. 

PAH is one of just 13 trusts in the 
country with a 'higher than expected' 
SHMI banding. However the figures do 
not immediately indicate a bad perfor¬ 
mance or quality of care. 

Instead, they are viewed as a 'smoke 
alarm' that requires further investiga¬ 
tion. 

In 2017/18, there were approximately 
nine million discharges, from which 
299,000 deaths were recorded for the 
131 hospital trusts covered. 

Princess Alexandra Hospital says it 
will continue to work with its partners 


to drive mortality rate back to what is 
expected and improve the care and 
support offered to patients across the 
board. 

Dr Foster, with whom PAH intend to 
work, is an independent company 
equipping health care organisations to 
turn data insights into decisions that 
can improve the quality and value of 
health care provision. 

A spokeswoman for PAH said: "The 
Dr Foster reporting on mortality shows 
a statistically higher than expected 
mortality rate for PAH. 

"We continue to work closely with 
them and internally to understand the 
reasons for this and the work needed to 
drive our mortality rate back to that 
expected for the Trust. 

"We will continue our work internally 
and with our partners in primary and 
social care to improve the care and sup¬ 
port for our patients across the whole 
health care system.'' 

Essex County Councillors revealed 
last month that plans for a new hospital 
in the town had been identified as one 
of schemes to be given the go ahead 
from central government. 

An area in Harlow close to the Mil 
and another where thousands of 
homes are being developed in the 
Gilston Park have been revealed as two 
sites being considered for a new hospi¬ 
tal for the town. 

A third option would see the existing 
Princess Alexandra Hospital buildings 
in the centre of the town replaced with 
a brand new complex. 

The hospital was taken out of special 
measures earlier this year and it now 
'requires improvement!

"Since the event we have held 
meetings with the local council, 
firstly to fully debrief the details 
within the event management plans 
for this event and to discuss a closer 
working relationship ahead of future 
events to ensure that disruption is 
kept to acceptable levels. 

"We sincerely apologise to our 
neighbours for any upset and 
disruption caused by this event. 

"Rather than wishing for this and 
any future events to alienate 
ourselves we do wish to continue to 
reinforce our place within the 
community with everything that we

"We will be contacting the football 
club to talk about any proposals for 
more events like this to ensure that 
any concerns are considered and 
that any events are planned 
appropriately working with the 
council and the emergency services."

"When I was trying to drown it out in 
my house I had the radio and the telly 
on full volume just to block out the 
background of it.” 

A spokesman for ADS Events, Steve 
Keil, has since apologised for the noise, 
saying that he had no idea the sound 
would travel that far. With another 
event planned at Christmas, he said he 
will use this as a learning curve for the 
future.

Working to develop a 
clear set of business 
cases for new hospital

IT has been widely reported that 
Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS 
Trust is considering two greenfield 
sites as potential options for the 
development of a new hospital. 

Understandable concerns from 
local residents about the impact of 
these on patient travel time and 
access have also been well 
articulated in the local media in 
recent weeks. 

The trust board is considering 
three options for the redevelopment 
of the hospital; two greenfield sites 
and the redevelopment of the 
current site. One of the two 
greenfield sites is located to the 
north of Harlow (Gilston Village) 
and the other to the north-east of 
Harlow (junction 7A of the Mil 
motorway). 

We are working hard to develop a 
very clear set of business cases for 
the new hospital and are continuing 
to make excellent progress with the 
work required. 

We are in a very clear assurance 
process with NHS England for the 
capital funding required, and we are 
in regular contact with the relevant 
people and meeting with them 
regularly. 

We also continue to 
have the full support of 
all our local MPs 
and district 
authorities for 
which we are 
very grateful. 

We are a long 
way further 
ahead in the 
approval process 
than we have ever 
been. 

A new hospital is 
rapidly becoming a reality. 

We have been working closely 
with County Council and District 
Council colleagues as well as our 
health and care partners, and are 
also very grateful for their support 
and assistance. 

This includes close liaison with 
regard to council development 
plans and with Essex County 
Council colleagues to determine 
the impact that a new hospital 
would have on traffic flow and 
congestion. 

In parallel, we have been working 
with health planners and master 
planners to complete a thorough 
and detailed analysis of the future 
demand for hospital services and 


the detailed requirement for 
hospital space as a result. 

They are also supporting us in 
undertaking a detailed analysis of 
the cost, the potential phasing and 
the ability to redevelop the site 
whilst maintaining services to all of 
our patients. 

These are all very technical 
exercises and take time to do fully 
and properly so that fully informed 
decisions can be made by the Trust 
Board. 

One of the next key decisions that 
we need to make is about the 
preferred site for the new hospital. 

The choice of site is obviously a 
very significant and very important 
decision for the trust, for everyone 
employed by the trust and most 
importantly for all of the local 
residents who either currently use 
or may use our services in the 
future. 

All members of the trust 
board are acutely 
aware of the 
importance of the 
decision and the 
imperative that 
we have all of the 
right information 
that we need to 
make a fully 
informed 
decision. 

We will make a 
decision as a trust board 
against agreed criteria 
(agreed with health and local 
authority partners and colleagues). 

We were planning on undertaking 
this in a two-stage process; deciding 
on the preferred greenfield site 
first and then comparing this with 
the current site option in March 
2019. 

Given the complexity of the issues 
surrounding the site selection and 
further detailed traffic modelling 
required, we are moving from this 
two-stage evaluation process to a 
single valuation process on March 7 
2019. 

This will be an evaluation of all 
three potential sites at the same 
time to determine the trust's 


preferred option. 

It is important to note, that this 
change will not delay our planned 
time frame of making a final 
preferred site option by March 2019. 
It will therefore not delay our capital 
assurance process with NHS 
England. 

We are still on track to meet their 
regional team with the relevant 
documentation, including a pre- 
consultation business case and a 
revised Strategic Outline Case in the 
spring. 

We are currently developing a 
detailed public engagement plan 
and are liaising with our district 
council colleagues for advice on 
how to ensure that we can access 
and engage with all members of the 
local communities as effectively as 
possible. 

This will help us to inform our 
decision-making on the preferred 
site. 

Thanks for reading this and I 
hope that it goes some way to 
allaying the concerns raised about 
the decision-making process for the 
preferred new hospital site. 

I also hope that it helps to explain 
the timing and the process for this 
decision. 

I and my trust board colleagues 
very much look forward to talking 
further with you over forthcoming 
months as our plans continue to 
develop and as we continue to 
strive to provide the world-class 
hospital facility that you all 
deserve.

At risk of becoming a

MR Andrew Wallace in his letter 
last week, is a typical scare story 
without any facts to back up his 
fantasy. 

Does he really wish to remain in a 
union committed to becoming a 
country called Europe, where he is 
ruled by an un-elected dictatorship 
like the old Soviet Union?

ANOTHER busy month for me in 
Harlow. 

First on the agenda has been 
tackling antisocial behaviour in the 
constituency. I've been working 
closely with the Chief Fire and Crime 
Commissioner at Essex Police, 
calling for more police presence on 
our streets to address gang activity 
and general trouble-making in parts 
of our town. 

I'm also listening to the views of 
local shopkeepers around the Market 
Square where antisocial behaviour is 
making business owners fearful of 
coming to work. 


These enterprising individuals 
bring so much to our community and 
I don't want this to affect their 
livelihoods. 

Together with Essex Police, I've set 
up a meeting with local business 
owners to get a better understanding 
of the problem and work out a 
targeted solution, in the coming 
months. 

I've had assurance from the police 
commissioner that there will be 150 
more police officers to increase 
visibility on the streets in Harlow. 

I've also been working hard to cut 
the cost of living. And it's good news, 


after my long campaign, Theresa 
May announced that there will be no 
fuel price rise for the ninth year 
running, saving motorists money at 
the petrol pumps. 

On top of my ongoing efforts with 
fuel duty, I've been fully supportive 
of Theresa May's plans to cap our 
energy bills. The Big Six energy 
providers make over £1.4 billion 
every year from unnecessarily high 
tariffs. Meanwhile, hardworking 
residents in Harlow are under ever 
increasing financial pressure and it's 
the vulnerable and low-income 
earners that are paying the most. 


This is not right. And it's not fair. I 
am pleased to see the Government 
taking action to put an end to this 
social injustice. 

Also this month, I made another 
visit to Princess Alexandra NHS 
Hospital in Harlow for a Macmillan 
Coffee Morning. It was so great to 
speak to the wonderful staff and 
volunteers there, who are so selfless 
in their work and I am more spurred 
on than ever in my campaign for a 
new hospital health campus in 
Harlow. 

Whilst the NHS employees are 
working incredibly hard to help 


patients in Harlow and the 
surrounding areas, it is now the 
quality of the infrastructure itself 
that is holding them back from 
making even more progress in their 
provision of services. 

This is why, I've really been putting 
the pressure on in Parliament, this 
month, asking questions to the 
Health department, at every 
opportunity.

THE need for more doctors 
and health care staff to 
match the rapid increase in 
demand for services locally 
is already being felt by 
residents across the district 
when trying to get a doctors 
appointment or waiting for 
some of the services 
provided by Harlow's 
hospital. 

This does not bode well for 
Harlow Council's Local Plan, 
to allow the building of 
thousands of homes in and 
around the town. 

The plan acknowledges 
that more services will be 
required, but identifies 
that there is at least a 
£91 million shortfall to 
improve the towns 
infrastructure. 

Whilst this money might 
well become available, 
doctors and other staff will 
still need to be found to fill 
job vacancies. 

The closing of Osier House 
earlier this year 
demonstrated that surgeries 


* 


have to be properly 
funded and able to attract 
doctors and other staff 
into accommodation 
which meets the 
needs of a 
modern health 
service. 

A new 

hospital is at 
least nine years 
away, in the 
meantime, thousands of 
homes could be built in it's 
catchment area. 

New health centres will

need to be built alongside 
these new homes and 
unless they, together with 
the new infrastructure are 
built at the same time, then 
the pressure on existing 
health centres will become 
even worse than they are 
now. 

The Harlow Alliance Party 
has been very critical of 
Harlow Council for not 
consulting with residents 
and those providing local 
services about its Local 
Plan. 

One of the many points we 
intend to pursue is the fact 
that whilst the plan notes 
the housing needs of 
those with physical 
impairment and 
the elderly, there 
is no suggestion 
that bungalows 
should be built. 

The medical and 
social care needs of 
many residents could be 
reduced if more homes of 
this type were built. 


ANY housing development, 
large or small, unless 
properly planned, will have 
an impact on local amenities 
like schools and GP 
surgeries. 

The key is effective 
planning controls and an 
insistence that developers 
contribute properly to 
infrastructure. Sadly this is 
not something the 
Conservative government of 
the last eight years has 
done. 

Take a local example. In 
Harlow we're all aware of 
former offices and 
warehouses changing into 
residential properties. 

This can be done without 
planning permission from 
the council, without 
consultation with affected 
neighbours and without a 
contribution to 
infrastructure, all thanks to a 
piece of Tory legislation 
called permitted 
development. 

Because these 



developments happen 
quickly, the conversions are 
often unsuitable for the 
tenants they house and they 
are unlikely to be regulated 
for quality and safety in the 
way that planned 
developments are. 

The Labour-led Harlow 
Council has recognised the 
problem of creating new 
homes isolated from 
infrastructure, parks and 
schools and has put a block 
on new developments of this 
kind, whilst at the same time 
kick-starting the building of 


council houses that are 
affordable in the real sense. 

As for the pressure on GP 
surgeries, what doesn't help 
is the government running 
GP surgeries as private 
businesses, with the result 
that surgeries such as Osier 
House in Potter Street, can 
close because it is losing 
money. This is a direct result 
of the Health and Social Care 
Act 2012, a piece of 
legislation that has also 
opened our NHS up to much 
more privatisation and has 
led to the current crisis in 
our health service. 

What this country urgently 
needs is a government that 
will bring back much needed 
regulation to all new 
residences, build homes and 
infrastructure fit for the 21st 
century as well as properly 
funding our cherished health 
service. All this is possible if 
it clamped down on tax 
evasion making our country 
work for all, not just a narrow 
few.

A HARLOW service which provides 
much-needed specialist advice and 
help for people with housing, debt 
and welfare benefit problems has 
received a welcome boost, thanks 
to the Legal Aid Agency which has 
awarded it a three-year contract. 

The contract has enabled Harlow 
Advice Centre, based upstairs in 
the library in Broad Walk, to recruit 
a full-time housing adviser, and 
increase its opening hours to offer 
a service between 10am and 5pm 
on weekdays. Callers need to 
phone 01279 704002 to gain 
access on Wednesdays. 

Advice Centre staff and trustees 
have had several reasons to 
celebrate recently. 

The service has been awarded 
the advice sector's national 
Specialist Quality Mark (SQM), 
which denotes the ability to deliver 
advice on complex legal matters. 
The Advice Centre is the only 
Harlow advice agency which 
currently meets the exacting 
standards reguired for the SQM. 

The service has been awarded a 
Big Issue Investment to support its 
work, and has also secured an 
agreement to supply housing 
casework for Islington Law 
Centre. 

Les Coben, chair of Harlow 
Advice Centre's board of trustees, 
said: "We are delighted to be able 
to increase the number of people 
we can help following the award of 
the legal aid contract. 

"Thanks to the financial support 
received from the Legal Aid 
Agency and Big Issue Invest we can 
supply much-needed additional 
services for local residents. These 



awards demonstrate real 
confidence in the service's 
professionalism." 

Mr Coben paid tribute to the hard 
work of staff and trustees. 
"Obtaining the SQM is a testament 
to their hard work. The central 
library, where we are based, has 
also been supportive. The 
temporary agreement with 
Islington Law Centre is beneficial 
for both services because it allows 
Harlow Advice Centre to benefit 
from the expertise of a much larger 
service while we help with a short¬ 
term need by providing help with 
housing cases." 

Mr Coben explained that the 
work of the Advice Centre helped 
Harlow residents on low incomes 
gain hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in unclaimed entitlements 
and through expert debt advice, 
which can include write-offs. 

"Many clients would have lost 
their homes, or still be suffering 
from extreme financial hardship 
were it not for the support 
provided by the Advice Centre's 
small but dedicated and specialist- 
trained team," he said.

BAD TIMES AT THE EL ROYALE (15) 


★★★ 


AT least one guest of a themed hotel, which 
straddles the state line between California and 
Nevada, checks out of their room in a body bag in 
writer-director Drew Goddard's stylish 1960s-set 
thriller. 

Bookmarked into meaty chapters, Bad Times At 
The El Royale employs a fractured timeline and 
narrative sleights of hand to piece together an 
intriguing jigsaw puzzle of subterfuge, self-sacrifice 
and reckless abandon. 

Goddard was deservedly Oscar-nominated for his 
adapted screenplay of The Martian, and here he 
confirms a flair for snappy dialogue and 
eye-catching set pieces. 

His script withholds vital information about 
characters and their motives, and he confidently 
revisits key sequences from multiple perspectives to 
illustrate how the grim fates of hotel patrons 
intersect. 

At least one tense interlude relies on incredible 
luck and split-second timing to thicken the air of 
intrigue but it's hard to resist the slippery charm of 
Goddard's ambitious design even when the film 
strains credibility. 



CURIOSITY killed the yak in director Karey 
Kirkpatrick's effervescent computer-animated romp, 
which follows an inquisitive Yeti (voiced by Channing 
Tatum), who comes in from the cold to prove the 
existence of a race of diminutive hairless creatures 
called humans. 

Smallfoot is festooned with far-from-abominable 
snowmen and snowwomen, who live in a thriving 
mountain-top community, which is hidden from 
prying eyes by a ring of high-altitude cloud. 

Ignorance is bliss until one member of the 
community publicly challenges the veracity of the 
runes and forces his fellow Yetis to ask probing 
questions of the people in power. 

Kirkpatrick's film is a simplistic but breezily 
charming adventure, which encourages 
independent thought rather than slavishly following 
the herd. 



FIRST MAN (12A) 

★★★★★ 


A CADEMY Award-winning direc¬ 
tor Damien Chazelle takes one 
giant leap for immersive, nail-bit¬ 
ing filmmaking in this thrilling 
dramatisation of the space race 
between America and the Soviet Union. 

Based on James R Hansen's official biog¬ 
raphy of Neil Armstrong, First Man shoots 
for the moon and touches down beautifully 
by placing us alongside astronauts in their 
claustrophobic modules or next to nervous 
Nasa staff as they propel mankind into the 
great unknown. 

Handheld camerawork, unobtrusive spe¬ 
cial effects and dazzling sound design leave 
us stranded hundreds of miles above terra 
firma in a similar fashion to Alfonso 
Cuaron's Gravity, at the mercy of new-fan¬ 
gled technology and luck. 

The tension is almost unbearable. 
Chazelle masterfully encourages us to 
hold our breath and bite our nails down to 
the cuticle with bold visual flourishes and 
understated, powerhouse performances 
from Ryan Gosling and Claire Foy as the 
husband and wife at the epicentre of the 
1969 lunar landing. 

The ensemble cast, which includes Kyle 



Chandler, Jason Clarke and Ciaran Hinds, 
counts down to heartbreaking emotion, 
reminding us of the incredible bravery of 
pioneers who sacrificed their lives in the 
pursuit of a brave new scientific dawn. 

First Man is a tour-de-force of technical 
brilliance, including editor Tom Cross, cin¬ 
ematographer Linus Sandgren and com¬ 
poser Justin Hurwitz, who added Oscars to 
their respective mantelpieces for their col¬ 
laborations with Chazelle on Whiplash or 
La La Land. 

Josh Singer's finely calibrated script fol¬ 
lows Neil Armstrong (Gosling), his wife 
Janet (Foy) and their boys Rick (Luke Win¬ 
ters) and Mark (Connor Blodgett) through 
the triumphs and setbacks of Nasa missions 


during the 1960s, culminating in the Apollo 
11 launch which secured a place in history 
for Armstrong, Buzz Aldrin (Corey Stoll) 
and Michael Collins (Lukas Haas). 

The film chooses a chronological trajec¬ 
tory, sketching Neil's close working rela¬ 
tionships with Nasa chief Deke Slayton 
(Kyle Chandler) and fellow astronaut Ed 
White (Jason Clarke), who becomes the first 
American to walk in space. 

Tragedy casts a long shadow over the 
Armstrongs. 

The couple struggle to cope with the 
death of their young daughter Karen and 
then the family shares the burden of grief 
when the Apollo 1 mission ends in disaster. 

"We need to fail down here so we don't 
fail up there," coolly asserts Neil. 

First Man is an out-of-this-world experi¬ 
ence that will be a serious contender for 
glory in next year's hard-fought Oscars race. 

Gosling subtly yet movingly conveys the 
suffocating grief, which follows Armstrong 
to the surface of the moon, and Foy is com¬ 
pelling in a smaller supporting role, refusing 
to accept that the brilliant minds of Nasa 
have everything under control. 

"You're a bunch of boys making models 
out of balsa wood," she rages. "You don't 
have anything under control!" 

Chazelle, on the other hand, is firmly in 
charge of every sparkling frame. 
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There goes Rhymin Simon 


I T'S hard to imagine one of the 
most celebrated singer- 
songwriters in the history of pop 
music being starstruck. 

As a flattered Paul Simon 
thanks me after I explain how 
surreal it feels to speak to him, he 
quickly blows that perception out of 
the water. 

"Yeah, that is kind of a mind- 
blowing thing," the 76-year-old 
acknowledges down the phone 
from his home in New York, where 
he is looking out across the Atlantic 
from the tip of Long Island. 

"I had the same feeling when 
Artie and I performed with The 
Everly Brothers. We kept saying, 
'Can you believe it? The Everly 
Brothers are in our show!' They 
were our childhood idols. It's a 
funny feeling." 

He adds: "I just saw Don Everly 
when I played in Nashville. He came 
up and we sang Bye Bye Love 
together, which was kind of 
touching for me, you know?” 

That song seems poignant as Paul 
prepares to close his farewell tour 
with a run of US shows. 

In February, he announced he 
would stop touring following his 
latest global jaunt, which took in 
London's Hyde Park in July. 

There's a sense of relief in Paul's 
voice as he explains his reasoning 
for hanging up his gigging hat. 

"I keep trying to introduce a 
couple of new songs every time I 
play. I feel like I have to play the 
well-known songs because people 
want to hear them. 

"The show I do is kind of locked 
into a certain repertoire. And it's a 
good one too. It's just... I've done it 
now. It's a good time to stop 
because nothing is broken. 

"My voice is still good, my energy 
is good, the band is great. I don't 
want to be the last one at the party. 

"I'd like to perform again in a 
while. I want to really stop and clear 
my mind of 60 years of performing, 
so that will take a while. 

"Then, when I perform again, if I 
do, I'd like to do it in smaller places 
that are acoustically right and give 
the money to causes I support. 

"I don't feel I need to work for 
money anymore, I'd rather be giving 
it. I could see myself coming back to 
the UK and playing for something 
that is of value. 

"But I'm not going to go on a long 
trek and be away from my family on 
the road anymore." 

Drawing up a set list that 
accommodates You Can Call Me A1 
and lesser known gems from his 
solo career must be difficult. 

It's the latter that Paul has turned 
his attention to for his latest studio 
album. He has re-recorded 10 of his 
personal favourites that he feels 
didn't have an impact when they 
were first released. 

"I really approached it like a new 
album. I was using new musicians 
and totally different arrangements. 

It was the first time for me playing 
with all jazz players. 

"These songs are actually as good 
as anything I am writing now. I 


have

haven't written for a 
couple of years now. I 
don't know if I'll do it 
again or not. 

"I have to stop in 
order to make 
something really 
interesting. It's 
not like I'm 
writing hits 
anymore. 

"What's 
important for 
me as an artist 
is to revitalise 
my thinking. 

What's 
important for 
me is to just 
stop. Maybe 
look at the 
planet for a 
while and 
get the 
picture of 
who I am and 
what we are as 
a planet. 

"I'd like to travel 
to places that I 
haven't been to. 

"I'm curious to stop 
for the pleasure of it and 
what, if anything, comes 
from breaking the mode of 
how I create." 

Paul reveals the lyrics he has 
revisited still speak to the 
divisive atmosphere in Donald 
Trump's America. A vocal 
environmentalist, the decision 
to withdraw the US from the 
Paris Agreement on climate 
change clearly troubles Paul. 

"It's criminal rolling back on 
clean air acts. It makes no 
sense to allow more pollution 
so somebody can profit from it. 


"It makes you just wonder, 

'What's wrong with these people?' 

"It's very tense here and people 
are very angry. They seem to be 
that way all around the globe. 

'The anger is exacting a toll 
on people's health, I'm 
sure. It certainly doesn't 
help in solving problems. 
"You're much better off 
trying to solve problems if you 
a cool head. This antagonism 
is detrimental to the fabric of 
society. 

"Racism, sexism, the LGBTQ 
community, are all human issues. 
But if there is no planet to sustain 
the species, all these issues become 
moot. Let's try and fix this planet! 

"I don't agree with the idea 
that we're going to find some 
other planet when we have 
a potential paradise here. 
"I think we have to 
save this place, it's 
incredible. I feel really 
bad about leaving this 
to my kids." 

As our conversation 
draws to a close, I ask 
Paul - given he has 
reworked some of his 
old material - which 
artist has done the 
best cover of one of 
his songs. 

"I would say Aretha 
Franklin's version of 
Bridge Over 
Troubled Water was 
extraordinary. So 
was Artie's version. 
They were both 
very different. 

"Of course it's sad 
that Aretha passed 
away, but this is my 
generation. We're 
all gradually leaving. 
Fortunately her 
recordings remain. 
"She was going to 
do a final tour, but I 
don't think she ever got 
there. It makes me feel 
that I did my final tour at 
the right time. 

"I don't feel diminished 
by time at this point, but 
eventually I would be. 

"It's a good time to stop 
while I'm still going 
strong."

Charlotte 
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A Channel trip that 
Chas never forgot

CHAS Hodges, who died 
recently at the age of 74, was a 
rock and roll legend. 

He frequently rocked South¬ 
end's Cliffs Pavilion as half of the 
superb Chas and Dave, but he 
also played with a bassist and 
drummer a few times at the sea¬ 
side town's excellent Railway 
Hotel in later years, and he 
packed it out every time. 

Now the pub is to stage a trib¬ 
ute night in his honour in 
December. 

Being one half of rockney duo 
Chas and Dave thrust him into 
the spotlight but in the early 60s, 
Chas played bass with Jerry Lee 
Lewis on a boat from Southend 
Pier across the choppy English 
Channel, with one arm hooked 
around a post to steady himself 
while people around him saw 
their lunch for a second time. 

And it was watching Jerry Lee 
that inspired Chas to switch to 
piano. 

For a few short years in the 
late 50s and early 60s, a rock and 
roll cruise called Rock Across 
The Channel set sail from 
Southend Pier to Cal¬ 
ais aboard the 
Royal Daffodil. 

These were 
wild, mostly 
drunken 
events. As 
well as top- 
name acts, 
local bands 
got them¬ 
selves gigs on 
the boat. 

One of these was 
Micky Law and The 
Statesmen, who were on board 
with The Shadows and Vince 
Taylor and The Playboys in 1962. 

"It was crazy on that boat,'' 
recalled front man, Micky Law. 
"There were hundreds of people 
everywhere, vomiting, boozing, 
smoking reefers.'' 

The first of these trips were 
organised by a former Austral¬ 
ian wrestler named Paul Lin¬ 
coln, whose professional name 
had been Dr Death. 

He also ran the famous 2i's 
coffee bar in Soho, where the 
careers of many 1950s stars, 
such as Cliff Richard and 
Tommy Steele, were launched. 
Lincoln, then, was able to book 



world famous acts for the 
cruises. 

The 1963 cruise turned out to 
be the last because of the unruly 
behaviour of British teenagers 
in Calais. 

The Outlaws were booked on 
that trip with Chas Hodges on 
bass, and so was Jerry Lee Lewis. 
The band ended up as Jerry 
Lee's backing band for his per¬ 
formance. 

Chas was the bass guitarist in 
legendary producer Joe Meek's 
studio band The Outlaws, play¬ 
ing on huge hits of the early 60s, 
such as Richie Valance's 'death 
rock' classic Tell Laura I Love 
Her. 

In 1957, the Royal Daffodil 
was given a cordial reception in 
Calais, greeted by a mayor's del¬ 
egation and serenaded by the 
town's brass band. But in 1963 it 
was pelted with beer cans and 
bottles as it left the harbourside. 

In 2010 I interviewed Chas, 
who had lived in Broxbourne 
since the 1970s, about the 
cruise. 

He said: "I was playing bass in 
The Outlaws and we were on 
tour backing Jerry Lee Lewis. 

Ritchie Blackmore on guitar, 
Ken Lundgren on gui¬ 
tar and Jerry's 
drummer, Mau¬ 
rice Tarrant. 

"It was at 
the end of 
the British 
tour before 
we went 
over to Ger¬ 
many. My 
girlfriend Joan 
came on the trip 
with my mum." 

Chas added that Joan 
later became Mrs Hodges. 

"The boat left from South- 
end," he recalled. "In those days 
there was no such thing as all¬ 
day opening hours for alcohol 
but as soon as the boat was out¬ 
side the three-mile limit, no 
such rules applied, so the bar 
was opened. And the English 
got on it! 

"The crossing was very 
choppy and I remember being 
able to keep steady as I stood up 
to play by looping my left arm 
round a pillar between me and 
my guitar. 

"Jerry Lee and the band, in 
the small space that we had, 
were rocking well to a small 



bunch of people while all 
around others were getting 
more and more drunk and dis¬ 
appearing outside for a spew. 

"We finally got to Calais and 
were greeted by waving people 
with smiling faces from those 
around the harbour. We all got 
off to do a gig in The Casino, a 
few hundred yards up the har¬ 
bour. 

"But the English were forming 
little groups and were getting 
cocky and lairy. I remember 
having to walk by them with my 
very pretty girlfriend and they 
were trying to get her away from 
me. 

"After the gig we were getting 
reports as we walked back that 
fights had been going on around 
town. We finally got to the boat 
and the captain said we have to 


leave immediately. 

"I said we can't because our 
gear ain't got here yet. The cap¬ 
tain said he's pulling up the 
gangplank because he was wor¬ 
ried about the roughs getting 
aboard. 

"So I stood on the gangplank 
and refused to move until our 
gear arrived." 

Chas stood there for about 15 
minutes, refusing to budge as 
the captain threatened him. 

He said: "Finally the gear 
arrived and we pulled away 
from the harbour. There were no 
smiles from those in the har¬ 
bour this time. They threw bot¬ 
tles and beer cans to send us on 
our way."

THIS week's Down The Pub column is dedicated to 
guitarist John Wicks, who died at the weekend. 

John lived in Southend and was one of the 
founder members of power pop band The Records, 
who had a minor US hit in 1978 with the superb 
Starry Eyes. 

The band was formed out of the embers of pub 
rockers the Kursaal Flyers by composer John and 
drummer/lyricist Will Birch. They were at the 
forefront of the new, US-style power pop genre, and 
toured extensively across the States as well as in the 
UK. 

The band's first album, Shades In Bed, was 
critically acclaimed (Allmusic called it a "pure pop 
masterpiece”) and, like the single, was a minor hit 
across the Atlantic. After more singles and albums 
which failed to chart, the band split in the early 
1980s and later, John moved from his Southend 
home to California, where he continued to write and 
record. 
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From classical music to keeping up her 
Strictly Come Dancing fitness levels, BBC 
Proms presenter Katie Derham talks to 
GABRIELLE FAGAN about life and love 


S HE found fame as one of 
the country's youngest 
newsreaders - being signed 
up to front the ITV news at 
the tender age of 27 - but 
music broadcasting is how Katie 
Derham has really made her mark. 

Now, Katie - a cornerstone of 
classical music radio and TV, as the 
face of the BBC Proms series (she 
also presents Radio 3's Afternoon 
On 3 programme and has a string of 
arts documentaries under her belt) 

- has written the foreword to 
The Classical Music Book. 

"(It) reveals the fascinating 
background and stories about 
pieces and composers," explains 
Katie, who has two daughters - 
Natasha, 18, and Eleanor, 14 - with 
husband John Vincent, co-founder 
of the healthy fast-food restaurant 
chain, Leon. 

"I hope a book like that helps 
break down the barrier to classical 
music. People don't realise it's all 
around us. It's often the basis for 
pop songs, film scores, and 
sound tracks for computer 
games," adds the 
presenter, who reached 
the final of BBCl's 
Strictly Come Dancing 
with pro dancer Anton 
duBekein2015. 

Here, Katie, 48, tells 
us more about her 
passion for music, keeping 
fit post-Stricdy, and coping 
with the shadow of 
dementia... 

What does music mean to you? 

MUSIC has a certain magic. It can 
transport us to a different world, 
drive us to dance, or remind us of 
lost loved ones. 

A single chord can make you cry 
-1 weep over some pieces - and get 
rid of all those emotions that might 
have been building up. 

I use music to wake me up and get 
me going in the morning, to help me 
switch off, relax, and definitely to 
take me to other places. 


I play violin and piano and 
perform with my local orchestra, 
and accompany my daughters on 
the piano as they're studying 
singing. 

One of the best ways of getting rid 
of the rubbish of the day is to open 
your mouth and sing a song. 

I think music's all powerful, really. 

What's it like presenting the 
BBC Proms series? 

IT'S a dream job. I love talking about 
music and, as it's live, it keeps me on 
my toes and the adrenaline 
pumping. That sort of broadcasting 
is a combination of being 

spontaneous, busking it on 
occasions, and having 
loads of research and 
background material in 
your head to draw on. 

You've got an image 
of being rather 
prim, proper and 
controlled. Is that 
accurate? 

NO, NOT at all! Sometimes I 
don't recognise myself from 
those descriptions. 

I was a newsreader for a long time, 
so I'm not exactly surprised people 
may have the view, 'she's very 
seriousj because it wouldn't have 
been appropriate to crack gags or be 
too perky and relaxed. 

In truth, I dislike talking about 
myself, and I can't tell people what 
to write about me. 

I'd describe myself as laid-back 
and positive and, I confess, with a 
competitive streak, as anyone who's 
played Monopoly or Trivial Pursuit 
with me will know! 


How important is your husband, 
John to your happiness? 

WE'VE been married 24 years. It's 
crucial to us that we keep a balance 
in our lives and make time for each 
other. We support each other hugely. 

How do you look after 
your health? 

TAKING part in Stricdy Come 
Dancing was like going on an 
enforced fitness regime, and I've 
tried to keep that level of fitness 
going. It was amazing to win last 
year's Strictly Christmas Special. 

John's keen for us to find the time 
for dancing lessons, so we can enjoy 
it together. I run a couple of times a 
week, and have phases of doing 
yoga. Over the last couple of years, a 
gluten-free diet has helped my skin. 

I'm very much of the view that, as 
women, we ought to chill our boots 
and not worry so much about the 
pressure we're put under to look a 
certain way. 

I believe it's about moderation in 
all things - eating healthily, getting 
enough sleep, avoiding smoking and 
not drinking too much. Being happy 
with yourself and enjoying life is the 
best way of looking well. 

Of course, there are some days 
when I look in the mirror and wish 
things were different, but I feel no 
different from when I was 26. 

I'm pretty much the same person 
as I was before I had 
children, but better off 
for having them. My 
daughters are a constant 
source of hilarity and a 
delight, even though they 
constantly borrow my 
clothes and make-up! 


What about your wellbeing? 

MASSAGE ought to be available on 
the NHS for everyone, because it's 
so good at relieving stress and 
sorting out aches and pains. 

We live in Haywards Heath (in 
Sussex) and just being surrounded 
by green fields and trees and 
gardening makes you forget about 
an awful lot of the nonsense in daily 
life. Simple pleasures make me 
happy: Time with the family, seeing 
friends, a glass of wine, a good 
box-set or an absorbing book. 

What has been the worst 
time of your life? 

WHEN my mother, Margaret died of 
early-onset dementia (she was 
diagnosed at 56 and died aged 61). 

Do I wake up in the middle of the 
night worrying about (developing) 
it? No, that's not the way to live your 
life. After all, I could get knocked 
down by a bus tomorrow. 

Who knows what's around the 
corner? But it's not an end that 
anybody would choose. 

I do as much as I can to support 
charities researching Alzheimer's 
and dementia, keep myself fit, and 
do cognitive things to keep my brain 
working, as well as taking 
supplements. It's all good, sensible, 
lifestyle stuff which seems 
appropriate to help stave off the 
chances of developing it. 

Would you ever take part in 
another reality show? 

I LEARNT to conduct in BBC's 
Maestro competition in 2008, 
re-learned the violin in 2010 for First 
Love for Sky Arts, and of course 
Strictly, but I think that's my limit. 

I'm not a very good cook and you 
wouldn't catch me going anywhere 
near I'm A Celebrity... Kangaroo 
testicles don't massively appeal 
to me as a dish!

DOCTOR'S NOTES 


'EARLY DEATH' RISK OF 
DAILY WINE DRINKS 

THE benefits of a glass 
of red wine may have 
been exaggerated - if 
you have the tipple 
more than four times a 
week. US researchers found even 
light amounts of wine every day 
increased risk of early death by 
20% on average. 

Past studies had shown anti¬ 
oxidants in red wine can cut the 
risk of blood clots and stress. 

But a Washington School of 
Medicine team said: "One or two 
drinks about four days per week 
seemed to protect against 
cardiovascular disease, but 
drinking every day eliminated 
those benefits. With cancer risk, 
any drinking was detrimental." 



WOMEN FACE TRIPLE THREAT 

NEARLY half of women will be 
diagnosed with Parkinson's 
disease, develop dementia or 
suffer a stroke in their lifetime. 

A 30-year study at Erasmus 
University, Rotterdam, found 
women are much more likely to be 
affected than men, but a healthy 
lifestyle could "substantially" 
reduce the burden of the illnesses.

2. Drizzle over the olive 
oil along with a good 
pinch of salt, toss to 
mix then roast for 25 
minutes. 

3. Mix together the rice 
vinegar, sugar, red 
chilli, onion and 


cucumber in a small 
bowl and leave to steep, 
giving it a mix every 
now and then. 

4. Coat the cod fillets in 
the curry paste then 
place onto a baking tray 
lined with parchment 
and roast in the oven 
for 15 minutes, by 
which time they should 
be just cooked through. 
When the fish has only 
five minutes to go, cut 
the buns in half and 
toast in the oven. 

5. To build the burger, 
spread a little yoghurt 
onto two bun halves, 
load up with sliced 
tomato, lay the fish on 
top then scatter the 
cucumber mix over 
(drain off the excess 
vinegar). Finish with 
the coriander and 
squash the remaining 
bun halves on top. 

Serve with the sweet 
potato fries.

A S bestselling cookbook 
authors go, Joe Wicks is 
a bit of an anomaly. 

He's not had any 
professional chef 
training, never even worked in a 
kitchen - and in fact only learned 
how to cook a steak medium-rare 
a couple of years ago. 

Yet he's just released his sixth 
recipe collection, Joe's 30-Min¬ 
ute Meals, and has the UK's 
second bestselling cookbook in 
history under his belt (Jamie 
Oliver holds the top spot), 
overtaking many Michelin- 
starred and celebrity TV chefs. 

So how has he done it? A 
thoroughly modern star, Joe 
built his - now multi-million- 
pound - empire through social 
media, posting short videos of 
himself working out, or throwing 
his healthy dinners together. His 
chirpy personality, along with 
his trademark style of shouting 
the ingredients as he throws 
them in, has helped the PT with 
gravity defying curls gain an 
audience of 2.3 million on 
Instagram as The Body Coach. 

Joe's' latest book sees him 
move from 'Lean in 15' - the 
concept that catapulted him to 
the top of bestseller lists - to 
meals that take double that time 
but are still quick and easy, and 
show off what he says is the 
evolution of his own skills in the 
kitchen. "I've land of progressed 
a bit as a cook [he won't call 
himself a chef] and I wanted to 
introduce recipes I'm enjoying 
now," he says. "I used to think 
risotto was the hardest thing on 
earth to cook." 

That's perhaps what's so 
charming, he's no Raymond 
Blanc and isn't trying to be. Joe 
was brought up on frozen 
chicken nuggets and fish fingers 
and it wasn't until his 20s that he 
got into cooking, alongside his 
love of fitness. 

DADDY DUTIES 

JOE and his girlfriend, model 
Rosie Jones, welcomed their 
daughter Indie in July. 

"She's just the cutest, I can't 
wait to go home and see her," he 
gushes. "She's been a joy - even if 
she wakes up in the night she 
makes the cutest sounds." 


SPEED AND EASE 

HE describes his latest book as 
"a bit more grown-up" written 
with whole households in mind. 
The 30-minute meal concept 
has, of course, been done before, 
most famously by Jamie Oliver 
(one of Joe's' food heroes and 
now friend) - but fast, easy 
healthy meals was a trend Joe 
helped grow in the online world, 
when Instagram first took off. 
Not that success came overnight, 
and he acknowledges he 
captured his audience at just the 
right moment. "It's taken years 
of [building] trust and giving out 
all this content. If I started today 
with my Instagram, with the 
same idea, exactly the same 
personality, I would have 
nowhere near the success I've 
had," he reflects. "I had a good 
idea, at the right time." 


THE CARB FACTOR 

EACH recipe in the new book is 
marked either 'reduced-carb' 
(higher in fat and protein) or 
'carb refuel' (lower in fat, higher 
in carbs), a concept Joe's fans 
will be familiar with. The idea is 
that you eat the former on days 
when you do less activity, and 
the latter after a workout: "Your 
muscles enjoy that refuel 
process." 

FORGET CALORIES 

"MY biggest criticism from 
anyone -1 always get stick from 
personal trainers - is always the 
fact that I don't list calories and 
macros [macronutrients]. I'll 
always stand by it -1 don't 
believe in calorie counting. I 
don't think it's a healthy 
relationship to have with food. 

"Back in the day, before we 


understood what calories were, 
we were fine! We ate intuitively, 
we exercised," he adds. 
"Weighing yourself every day 
and counting calories... You 
can't hit a daily target - your 
body doesn't work like that. 

"People like realistic, they like 
having a treat and not feeling 
bad. If you ate a little bit more 
food today, that's fine - get up 
and have a workout, and be a bit 
more sensible tomorrow. There’s 
no perfect day."

THOSE wine labels are key to our 
buying habits and Aldi has hit on 
a canny marketing idea to draw us 
in to a new range of wines. 

If you see ''chicken” or "lamb” or 
"pizza” shouting at you in italics 
from the retailer's wine aisles it is 
because the "this loves" range 
hooks into our desire to 
choose the best wine to go 
with food. 

It's a clever little ploy which 
will see six new wines 
introduced by the end of this 
month. The wines (all £4.99) 
are three whites - 
chardonnay, chenin blanc, 
pinot grigio - and three reds 
- sangiovese, malbec-shiraz 
and monastrell-petit verdot. 

I like it when a food 
gauntlet is thrown down 
and couldn't resist a little 


RAISE 

A qt-ASS \ 7 
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culinary playfulness. 

I cooked pizza and poured "this 
sangiovese loves pizza” (12.5% 
abv) and, for less than a fiver, I 
thought it was a happy little wine. 

I disagree with the label 
description "richly full bodied” 
as it is more light bodied and 
fruity but that aside, the cherry 
flavour notes and decent acidity 
said "hey" to my pepperoni pizza 
and it said "hey" back. 

I made a hot pot and shared a 
bottle of "this monastrell petit 
verdot loves lamb” (13% abv) 


with chums, who agreed this wine 
did indeed love lamb. 

It has a combination of spice, 
black fruits, herbs and a flicker of 
violet which made this wine my 
favourite of the range. (Saying 
that, I've still to track down the 
"steak-loving” malbec.) 

I wasn't as taken with the three 
whites, the "this chardonnay 
loves chicken" (12.5% abv) being 
the best pick. 

I'd fried chicken thighs in 
Moroccan spices with chilli and 
peppers and folded in some 
couscous; perhaps that's not the 
chicken theme Aldi had in mind, 
but the light fruitiness of the 
chardonnay (apples and citrus) 
cut through the spice and was a 
refreshing counterbalance. 

You know I'm not a lover of 
pinot grigio (which "loves fish”) 



and it was, well, it was OK-ish; and 
the chenin blanc which "loves 
fish and chips” was another 
so-so wine, light on flavour, fruit 
and the satisfaction factor. 

Overall though, not bad. 


ALSO IN MY GLASS ... 

THE words "rhubarb” and "gin' 
combined on a label are pretty 
much guaranteed to make me 
sit up and take notice. 

I'm told October is Rhubarb 
Month, so I decided it was 
rude not to have a little sip 
or two of Jawbox Rhubarb 
and Ginger Gin Liqueur 
(RRP £25, for 70cl from 
several online retailers 
including Amazon, Ocado, 
masterofmalt.com, 
thewhiskyexchange.com). 

It is created in Belfast at 


the home of Jawbox Small Batch 
Gin, which is at the heart of the 
liqueur, and is a pretty baby-blush 
colour. The sweetness of rhubarb 
on the nose is countered by a 
warming spice of ginger and the 
flavours combined happily. 

The team from Jawbox suggests 
you can top up a small pour with 
prosecco or ginger ale. There's 
" a sister drink, Jawbox 
1 Pineapple & Ginger Liqueur 
(same price and stockists, 
left) which has pineapple 
on the nose; it was a bit 
syrupy and too sweet for 
my taste.

Itbsp coconut oil 
1 red onion, peeled and diced 
1 courgette, trimmed & diced 
(250g) 

1 aubergine, trimmed & diced 
(250g) 

4 sprigs of fresh oregano 
4 sprigs of fresh thyme 
3 cloves garlic, finely chopped 
Itbsp tomato puree 
250g orzo 

1 x400g tin of chopped 
tomatoes 

250ml chicken stock 

2 x 200g chicken breasts, 
cut into 1cm slices 

Itsp sweet smoked paprika 
Salt and black pepper 
Small bunch of parsley, 
roughly chopped 
Small bunch of chives, chopped 


METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 200°C 
(fan 180°C/gas mark 6). 

2. Melt half of the oil in a 
heavy-based flameproof 
casserole dish over a 
medium to high heat. Add 
the onion and cook for one 
minute, then throw in the 
courgette, aubergine, 
oregano, thyme and two 
chopped garlic cloves. Fry, 
stirring regularly for five 
minutes, until the vegetables 
are starting to soften. 

3. Add the tomato puree and 
orzo and mix to combine. 
Pour in the chopped 
tomatoes and chicken stock 
and bring the mixture 
quickly to the boil, stirring 
regularly. Put the lid on and 
slide the dish into the oven. 


4. Meanwhile, melt the 
remaining oil in a large 
frying pan over a high heat. 
Add the sliced chicken and 
the remaining chopped 
garlic clove. Stir-fry the 
chicken so that it is virtually 
cooked through. 

5. Sprinkle in the paprika 
along with a pinch of salt and 
pepper and toss the whole 
lot together. 

6. Remove the pasta from the 
oven and carefully take off 
the lid, stir in the chicken, 
slide the lid back on and 
bake the whole lot together 
for 10 more minutes. 

7. After 10 minutes, take the 
dish from the oven and stir 
through the parsley and 
chives. Serve straight from 
the dish to the masses.

2. Meanwhile, melt the 
coconut oil in a large frying 
pan over a medium to high 
heat, then add the red onion 
and garlic and fry for three to 
four minutes or until just soft. 

3. Crank up the heat to 



maximum and add the 
aubergine and both types of 
mince. Fry the ingredients 
over the high heat, stirring 
occasionally for a few 
minutes, breaking up the 
mince with a wooden spoon. 
Sprinkle in the cinnamon, 
cumin and paprika and stir to 
incorporate. 

4. Season with a generous 
amount of salt and pepper, 
then add the tomato puree 
along with the beef stock and 
let the mixture simmer away 
- you don't want it to be too 
wet. After a couple of 
minutes, turn the heat off and 
stir through the pine nuts and 
chopped coriander. 

5. Remove the roasted 
peppers from the oven. They 
should have collapsed a littie 
but still be holding their 
shape. Carefully drain off 
liquid that may have been 
produced while roasting, then 
fill the cavities with the 
mixture. 

6. Slice the mozzarella and 
arrange over the mince, then 
slide the tray back into the 
oven and bake for a further 10 
minutes. Serve up with a 
generous helping of rocket.

ere in the UK, cellars gener¬ 
ally seem to have gone out 
of fashion some time in the 
first half of the last century. 
And that's a shame, 
because even when they 
are only used for keeping 
wine or for general storage, 
cellars can be an invaluable (if largely unsung) 
asset to a property. So, this week, we went in 
search of homes with cellars, and succeeded in 
tracking down three. 

For sale through Hetheringtons John D Wood 
with a guide price of £1.15 million is a fine five- 
bedroom detached period house on a corner 
plot within half a mile of Billericay railway sta¬ 
tion and high street.

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Vauxhall Corsa GSi 





VAUXHALL BLAST BACK 
WITH NEW CORSA GSI

A BLAST from the past is 

coming from Vauxhall with 
the company bringing back 
the Corsa GSi. It's 25 years 
since the Corsa wore a GSi 
badge and the newcomer replaces 
the recently discontinued VXR 
model. 


More warm than hot hatch, the 
Corsa GSi is powered by the 1.4-litre 
turbo petrol engine used elsewhere 
in the range but fettled to deliver 
150bhp with a good amount of 
torque. 

It also sits on the VXR platform 
and comes with sports suspension 
and uprated brakes with 17-inch 
rims standard and 18-inches an 
option for an extra £510. 

And that causes an issue, for on all 
but the smoothest of road surfaces 
the Corsa GSi can be unsettled by 
the slightest bump. 

Moreover, with 220Nm of torque 
going through the front wheels it has 
inherited a tendency for torque steer 
when driven enthusiastically. 

Together, the ride and the steering 
can make the Corsa GSi a handful 



and it would have perhaps benefited 
had Vauxhall opted for a more com¬ 
pliant set up. 

At £18,995 the GSi is the new flag¬ 
ship of the Corsa line up and signifi¬ 
cantly cheaper than the VXR with a 
lower insurance rating of group 20. 

As such it is the same price as the 
Suzuki Swift Sport but add in some 
extras as fitted to the version we 
tried - such as Recaro sports seats at 
£1,055, bi-xenon headlights at £425 
and a factory fitted sat nav at £650 - 
and the cost went up to a total of 
£23,055 which puts it in the same 
league as Ford's Fiesta ST. 

Side by side there's no compari¬ 
son between the two and the same 
goes for the Corsa's performance 
which is rated at 8.9 seconds for the 
0 to 60 dash, a top end of 129mph 
and official fuel economy of 49.6 
miles to the gallon with a C02 figure 
of 139g/km. 

On our run in the car we averaged 
37.1mpg according to the trip com¬ 
puter, which for a car of such cre¬ 
dentials is acceptable. 

On the style front, the Corsa GSi is 
dressed in a sporty fashion with sil¬ 
ver elements in the front trim, car¬ 


bon effect mirror cappings and car¬ 
bon on the front grille bar, a rear roof 
spoiler, red brake callipers and a 
chrome exhaust tailpipe. 

With the larger wheels it looks the 
part but it's a three-door only and 
boot space is 280 litres expanding to a 


maximum of 1,050 litres - the same 
as the VXR. 

Inside, as well as the sports seats 
there's alloy foot pedals and a flat 
bottom to the steering wheel to 
complete the sporty touches and the 
GSi comes with a seven-inch touch¬ 


screen and full smartphone compat¬ 
ibility. 

Certainly, the Corsa GSi is more 
affordable than the VXR but it lacks 
the bite and while it may look the 
part it is neither as quick nor as 
accomplished as most of its rivals. 
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PRACTICAL BUT FUN

S INCE Volkswagen took over 
SEAT back in 1986, the 
Spanish car maker has grown 
by leaps and bounds and 
really established itself 
particularly with practical but sporty 
models to suit all ages and with cars 
that are a little distinctive from the 
rest made by the family group. 

Obviously now using all the 
technical know-how of the parent 
VW group SEAT has still managed to 
keep its own identity too although 
there are times when models are 
almost the same as their German 
counterparts. 

Take the latest Leon ST Cupra 
296bhp four-wheel-drive estate car 
which is a truly practical but fun to 
drive load-lugger and a real joy for 
the sporty minded driver behind the 
wheel. 

Ironically it's closest competitor is 
the VW equivalent - the Golf Estate R 
TSI with the same 296bhp engine - 
which is equally as fun to drive with 
both naturally both models almost 
clocking in at identical performance 


times. This means acceleration 
times of 4.9 seconds for 0 to 62mph, 
limited top speed of 155mph and an 
average combined fuel figure of 
39.2mpg 

Any potential buyer though count¬ 
ing the pennies as we say will opt for 
the Cupra which comes in at £33,175 
in comparison to the Golf R which 
checks in at £34,955, although both 
offer many options which of course 
will push up the prices further yet its 
down to individuals to choose what 
extras they want onboard. 

This go-faster Cupra, also like the 
Golf is offered without the huge 
benefit of four-wheel-drive, will natu¬ 
rally only appeal to certain motorists 
such as those who want really sports 
performance driving but still with the 
practicalities of plenty of luggage 
space, like 1,470 litres to be precise. 

With that excellent four-wheel- 
drive system on board - it's the usual 
VW group one with the power 
coming through the Haldex differen¬ 
tials to all four wheels - along with 
variable dampers (fitted as standard) 
makes for excellent road grip 
particularly in wet and slippery 



conditions as encountered on this 
road test. 

The Cupra has a six-speed DSG box 
on board which is silky smooth with 
quite an effortless up and down gear 
change that's also quick plus there 
are different driving modes so the 
driver can adjust the steering weight 
and engine characteristics. 

Apart from the real fun to drive 
aspect this Cupra also remains 
practical from a family point of view 
with plenty of interior space front 
and back, ample storage places 
inside and of course that extremely 
spacious luggage space at the back. 

It's also equally as impressive when 
trundling in and out of busy town 
centre traffic although obviously it 


comes into its own on either long 
distance journeys or driven more 
sprightly around twisty country 
road. 

The car's grip is quite amazing and 
so good is the acceleration that 
whoever is behind the wheel needs 
to be conscious of its potential speed 
out on the open road - as one 
colleague on board commented that 
"it could be a licence loser” because 
it's so quiet and quick. 

Sitting on 19-inch alloy wheels the 
Cupra's interior is well kitted out and 
again much in the VW vogue 
although the Spanish backroom team 
has tried to make it look and feel a bit 
different from that of the Golf. 

It comes with an impressive list of 
standard equipment such as cruise 
control, dual zone climate control, 
autonomous emergency braking, 
front and rear parking sensors and 
full-on sat nav with Android Auto/ 
Apple CarPlay, Dab radio, full LED 
headlights and much more. 

For such a sporty estate the ride is 
really comfortable thanks again to its 
dynamic chassis control system while 
the flat-bottomed leather steering 


wheel is good to use in my view 
although some motoring colleagues 
have said they dislike it - why? 

Outside the Cupra, as with its 
hatchback counterparts, looks stylish 
with its nice, sharp looking body lines 
and overall distinctive looks and for a 
sports performance estate doesn't 
look as leery as some 'hot' hatch and 
estate cars around. 

As for fuel consumption the Cupra 
surprised on test by returning a 
creditable 33.3mpg overall but 
interestingly rose to 39 mpg exactly 
on two quite long and fast motorway 
journeys. 

It's certainly a driver's car in every 
sense of the word and for anyone 
wanting a sensible, sporty perfor¬ 
mance estate car then it's the one to 
choose whilst for those not too 
worried about having permanent 
four-wheel-drive on board then there 
are cheaper options with the Cupra 
range. 

As usual it's down to individual 
choice of taste and of course the 
family bank balance but anyone 
opting for the Cupra ST with 4WD 
certainly won't be disappointed.
